T h e most im p ortan t act of th e even­ 
ing was the repudiation of the former 
board’s decree on the much discussed 
question of the reading of the Bible 
In th e public schools. 
T he new board 
stam ped its disapproval of this pro­ 
cedure by rescinding the action of the 
former board In prohibiting th e read­ 
ing of the Bible In th e schools, and 
unanimously 
adopted 
a 
resolution 
ordering the book read bv tile teachers 
every 
morning 
a t th e opening of 
school. 
President McGraw called th e m eet­ 
ing to order promptly a t 7:45, all m em ­ 
bers being present, and the m inutes 
of th e previous meeting were read by 
the secretary pro tem, and as there 
were no objections they stolid ap ­ 
proved. T he board then took off their 
coats and waded Into th e business 
of 
th e 
evening. 
Mr. 
McClain 
arose and 
asked 
to 
be 
Informed 
w h at th e clerk's salary 
was, 
and 
if th e figure heretofore allowed for 
th a t office was binding on the present 
board. 
President McGraw answered; 
I understand th a t law fixes the sala­ 
ry of Hie secret ary,therefore the salary 
prescribed by th e former board is not 
binding on us.’' 
T h e board then proceeded to vote 
on the selection of a clerk. 
Balloting 
was resorted to twice, and th e same 
tenacity of purpose t h a t was so ap­ 
parent th e evening 
previous, was 
again exhibited by the followers of 
th e respective candidates. 
“ Shall we try It again ?” calmly In­ 
terrogated the president. 
“ T his 
Is 
good exercise, continuing.” 
Mrs. W hitehead, however, p u t a 
stop to all this mode of procedure by 
arising and declaring her intention of 
withdrawing. 
She said: 
“ I wish to 
act the p art of a Christian in this 
m atter; arid this seems to me like 
child’s play. I act for the good of the 
board, and, as a Christian, I can do no 
other but withdraw my candidacy In 
favor of Mr. Norris. 
While I am a 
Prohibitionist, I am perfectly willing 
th a t the board shall work for general 
good, and th a t there is no tho ug ht 
of party strife existing between us.” 
Ntirris—I prefer th a t this m atter be 
left optional with the board. 
T he president asked w hat the pleas­ 
ure of the members were in regard to 
the withdrawal of Mrs. W hitehead 
McClain—“ I move th a t we proceed 
to ballot.” 
T h e 
motion 
carried, 
and 
the 
formality of distributing slips was 
again gone through. T he result of the 
third ballot was, Norris, four; Nickle, 
one aod Voarey three.

pmperly lieforc th e board for consid 
oration. 
T h e original composition of 
the resolutions contained a clause th at 
limited the tim e to he devoted to the 
reading of th e Bible to five minutes. 
T his 
feature 
provoked 
an endless 
am ount of discussion and It was finally 
eliminated before th e measure was 
adopted. 
Nickle th o u g h t th a t caution should 
tie used liy th e tioard before taking 
any action, lest they conflict with 
law. 
Norris referred back to the minutes 
of Feb. IO, and read th e following 
action of th e former board In exclud­ 
ing th e Bible from Hie schools:

finally voted out. 
McClain said th a t he had received a 
letter from an em inen t state a u th o r­ 
ity saving t h a t th e reading of th e 
Bible in tile schools was discretionary 
with th e hoard. 
i t was then moved and seconded 
th a t the resolution be adopted

amended. 
Some discussion on th e living of 
flags from tile school Iniildlng wound 
up tim ev en in g ’s business, and the 
meeting adjourned to m eet on T h u rs­ 
day evening.
